Federal Offices 
Rocked By Blasts

MIAMI (AP) — G uards were posted 
at all governm ent buildings in Miami 
early today after four federal offices 
were rocked by bomb blasts Wed­ 
nesday night, police said. One other 
bomb was defused. 


No injuries were reported. Several 
officers narrow ly escaped harm when 
one bomb, found during a city-wide 
search for other explosives after the 
first blast, went off before an attem pt 
was m ade to dism antle it. 
That blast was at a local Social 
S ecu rity office. It c a u se d m in o r 
d a m a g e , m ostly b ro k en w indow s. 
New Storm 
To Com pound 
Flooding

Another storm w as moving tow ard 
the Pacific N orthw est this m orning 
and was likely to

problem s caused by flooding there 
over the past week. 
Heavy rains and winds up to 60 m iles 
per hour prom pted storm w arnings for 
the W ashington and Oregon coasts for 
today. Tides along the coast were 
higher than usual. And rains and 
m elting snow have also kept rivers 
high in w estern W ashington. So m ore 
flooding was expected in w estern por­ 
tions of the two states, especially along 
the coastal areas. 
On W ednesday, officials in at least 
four W ashington counties declared 
their regions disaster areas. 
In King County alone, dam age to 
public property was estim ated at m ore 
than $5 million by County Executive 
John Spellman. 
Snohom ish, G ra y s H a rb o r and 
W hatcom counties also appealed to 
Gov.

assistance. R esidents evacuated their 
hom es in increasing num bers. 
By late W ednesday, an estim ated 
2,000 people were evacuated.

(A P) — Indonesians holding a Dutch 
train in northern Holland shot another 
one of their hostages today as six of 
th e ir 
co u n try m e n 
sto rm e d 
the 
In d o n esian co n su la te building in 
A m sterdam , officials said. 
Authorities said the shooting in the 
hijacked train near Beilen, in northern 
Holland, occurred during a lull in 
negotiations with a m ediator selected 
by the gunmen. 
They said the m ediator, a South 
Moluccan resident of the N etherlands, 
had just left the train when a m an was 
pushed to the door and was shot. He 
fell to the track and was believed dead. 
The Indonesians then called the 
m ediator on a field telephone, ap­ 
parently to try to get the negotiations 
going again, Dutch officials said. The 
hijackers killed the train engineer and 
another m an when they seized the 
train Tuesday and threatened to shoot 
their hostages one by one today unless 
their dem ands w ere m et. 
The Indonesians aboard the train 
and those who seized the consulate in 
downtown 
A m sterdam 
w ere South 
Moluccan nationalists, who seek in­ 
dependence for the South Molucca 
islands in the Indonesian archipelago. 
Police said m em bers of the con­ 
sulate staff fled from the building as 
the gunm en shot their way inside. It 
was not im m ediately known whether 
all personnel escaped. 
W itnesses at a nearby hotel said 
three m en escaped from the second 
floor of the building by clim bing down 
a rope. One of the m en was reported 
wounded when the gunm en opened 
fire. 
Armed police sealed off the area 
around the consulate building. 
The gunm en storm ed the building at 
12:40 p.m . (6:40 a.m . EST) and took 
control of the consulate, police said. 
The young Indonesians aboard the 
train dem anded a bus to take them and 
an unspecified num ber of hostages to 
A m sterdam ’s Schiphol Airport and a 
plane to fly them to an undisclosed 
destination. 
Justice M inister D ries Van Agt said 
the hijackers would not be allowed to 
leave the country because they killed 
the engineer and another m an when

They said the rem aining hostages 
included 13 women and 25 m en, several 
of them over 60. but no children as 
officials had previously reported 
About 150 police, arm y m arksm en 
and m arine com m andos ringed the 
four-coach train, which was standing 
in an open field with the bodies of the 
two dead men beside it The cordon 
stayed about 650 yards away.

W ednesday with food, m edical sup­ 
plies and blankets Officials said the 


train was heated but without lights.

living in Holland, to speak with the 
gunmen. But officials said his 15- 
minute conversation with two of the 
young men produced no results 


A spokesm an for the .South Moluccan 
youth organization said the hijacking 
was spurred by recent arrests rn 
Indonesia of South Moluccan m ilitants 
and was intended to draw attention to 
the plight of South Moluccans living in 
Holland 


The South Moluccas, also known as 
the Spice islands, are between the 
Celebes and New Guinea and were the 
scene of an uasuccessful revolt in 1950 
against Indonesia.

W ednesday cam e at 8:18 p.m. when a 
sm all pipebom b went off outside a 
threestory building housing the Miami 
offices of the FBI and the Justice 
D epartm ent. 
An FBI spokesm an said several 
bureau em ployes were inside at the 
tim e. The bom b was set behind a 
new spaper rack outside the building’s 
lobby. 
Police Sgt. W illiam Maltz ch arac­ 
terized the device, m ade with a 2 l 4- 
inch galvanized steel pipe, as “ a wake- 
up” bomb. 
“ It’s just to let us know they’re 
around,” Maltz said. 
The second explosion occurred at 
8:50 p.m . outside the downtown post 
office. 
The third cam e IO m inutes later at a 
post office branch. 
The fourth detonated outside the 
Social Security office at 9:40 p.m . 
An unexploded device was found 
near the Florida State Em ploym ent 
office when a derelict picked up a 
brown paper bag he thought m ight 
contain a wine bottle, police said. 
The m an took it with him until he 
discovered it was an explosive device; 
he then called police. 
A pedestrian was the victim of a hit- 
and-run accident near the scene of one 
of the bom bings, but police said the in­ 
cidents were not related.

exam ined two other bags found on 
sidew alks during the search but they 
contained only trash.

Dr. Timothy B. M oritz, departm ent 
director, announced the signing of a 
contract today for $7,261 in state 
money to provide one half of the cost of 
3.6 acres of land for the construction of 
the workshop, to be located east of 
Circleville on U.S. Route 22. 
The overall cost for construction of 
eq u ip m en t 
for

w orkshop 
is 
estim ated at $263,478. The departm ent 
will provide half of the funds with the 
county providing the rest. 
The workshop, to be 7,200 square 
feet, will serve 50 to 65 clients. It will 
replace one which is now housed in

fairgrounds. It is under the director. 
Jay Clevenger. 
Pickaw ay County also has applied to 
the departm ent for assistance in the 
purchase and renovation of a school 
building for a training center for the 
m entally retarded. 
The estim ated cost of this project if 
approved will be $134,000. The pur­ 
chase price of the building and 3 acres 
of land is estim ated at $40,000 and the 
renovations aud equipm ent costs are 
estim ated at $94,000.

PEKING (AP) — President Ford 
wound up his trip to China today with 
news from the Chinese on 
seven 
A m ericans m issing in action before 
and during the Vietnam w ar and a 
prom ise by him to norm alize U.S.- 
Chinese relations. 


All of the m issing A m ericans are 
dead, Secretary of State Henry A. 
K issinger told a news conference, but 
the rem ains of two of them have been 
recovered. He said that the next of kin 
of all seven would be notified within 
the next 48 hours. 


The A m ericans, presum ably pilots 
or airm en, w ere missing over the last 
IO years in or near (liina, he said. 
The last full day of F ord’s China visit 
was m arked by a banquet toast in the 
G reat Hall of the People during which 
the President not only prom ised to 
norm alize relations but to agree to 
disagree on attitudes tow ard the Soviet 
Union. 
Aside from the news concerning the 
m issing Am ericans, no other m ajor 
a n n o u n c e m e n ts 
or 
sp ecific 
agreem ents were m ade. 
Ford leaves China on Friday for 
Indonesia. 
In his 
banquet 
toast, 
Ford 
re ­ 
affirm ed to China’s leaders that the 
S ta te s is c o m m itte d “ to 
c o m p lete 
th e 
n o rm a liz a tio n 
of 
relations” with China, but that both 
would pursue their policies guided by 
national interest. 
C hina’s acting prem ier, avoiding 
any reference to the touchy subject of 
U.S.-Soviet detente that he had a t­ 
tacked Monday, said th at although 
W ashington and Peking “ share m any 
problem s” contacts between Ford and 
the Chinese leaders have helped “ to in­ 
crease m utual understanding.” 
K issinger told the news conference 
that China had m ade clear that it 
would accept the Japanese model in 
concluding relations with the United 
S ta te s. 
T he 
Ja p a n e se 
sw itch ed 
recognition from Taipei to Peking in 
1972 but continued trade, econom ic and 
cultural contacts with Taipei. 
K issinger conceded that the Chinese- 
A m erican views on Korea were not 
identical but that both understood the 
other’s position and would “exercise 
restraint on the Korean j^eninsula." 
Asked when he planned to go to 
M oscow , K issin g er sa id 
a 
final 
decision had not been m ade. But he 
m ade it clear he would probably go, 
and th at he would know in the next 
week or so the date he would leave. 
Ford has said he would not send 


Kissinger to Moscow unless there was 
a prom ise of progress on Strategic 
Arms Lim itation Talks with the So­ 
viets.

Two other satellites picked up 
infrared signals Nov 
17 and 18. the 
report said 
The early warning satellite, which 
was illum inated for up to four hours at 
a tim e, is in a synchronous orbit more 
than 22,000 m iles in space, sources 
said. When in a synchronous orbit, a 
satellite travels at the sam e rate of 
speed as earth and thus appears 
stationary. 
T he s a te llite w as not b linded, 
sources said, but intelligence analysts 
say the developm ent suggests that 
g ro u n d -b ased la se rs, if p ro p erly 
placed, m ight be used to neutralize the 
ability of U.S. satellites to detect m is­ 
sile launchings from the Soviet Union. 
Evidence that the R ussians m ay be 
experim enting with such devices is 
still far from conclusive, the analysts 
say, but they described the illum ina­ 
tions of the U.S. satellites as poten­ 
tially significant 
Analysts say they are satisfied the 
satellites did not pick 
up natural 
phenom ena, glare of fires on the 
ground or cloud reflections 
U nder 
the

n u c le a r

agreem ent between the United States 
and R ussia, both sides are barred from 
interfering with “ national m eans of 
detection.” principally satellites. 
In May 
1972, Secretary of State

researcher has shown a photographic 
slide of a rust-colored object purported 
to be the legendary Ixx'h Ness m on­ 
ster. The object appeared to have two 
front appendages, a long neck and a 
head. 
The slide showing was the latest in a 
series of revelations both in the United 
States and G reat B ritain in recent 
weeks concerning a group of pictures 
taken underw ater by an American 
photographic team last June at I>och 
Ness in Scotland. 
The team was headed by Boston 


patent attorney Robert Rines, who is 
also dean at the Franklin Pierce Law 
C enter in Concord. He showed the slide 
to a group of about 50 students and 
friends W ednesday night. 
The slide depicted an object with 
distinct features, including the frontal 
appendages, a trunk Rines said was 12 
feet broad and a neck Rines said was 8 
to IO feet long.

will electrify 
the 
w orld.” Rm es said. 
He said there were other, clearer 
photographs, som e of which were shot 
at the considerably closer range of 4 


feet. He said the m onster was 'looking 
right at us with its m outh open.” 
kines showed the slide in Concord 
two days after an announcem ent was 
m ade in london that a scientific 
sym posium scheduled for Dec. 9 and IO 
to see R ines’ pictures was canceled 
because of what the sponsors called 
excessive publicity in Britain. 
F irst word of B ines’ discovery and 
photos cam e on Nov. 22 rn a copyright 
story in the Boston Globe. Since then, a 
num ber of scientists who have seen 
one or m ore of the pictures, have 
co m m e n te d p u b lic ly .

have 


praised the clarity of the pictures. 
W ednesday night’s showing of one of 
the slides was the first to a lay 
audience. Bines said the slide was 
taken by an underw ater cam era at a 
depth of 45 feet with a strobe* light. 
Rines was angered by the publicity 
given the photographs, particularly in 
the B ritish press, and had asked that 
the d iscretio n of the slide shown 
W ednesday night not be m ade public. 
A spokesm an for Bines em phasized 
in a telephone interview that Hines and

Scott told reporters shortly atter 
word of the photos leaked last m onth 
that the Rines photographs helped 
convince hun the Loch Ness m onster is 
a living prehistoric reptile which m ay 
be 40 feet long. 
I’his week, Prof. H erbert J. Howe, a 
Purdue University paleontologist, said 
he believed the m onster m ay be a pre­ 
historic reptile dating 70 million years. 
He said the Kines photographs may 
reveal the m onster is a plesiosaur or 
ichthyosaur, types of reptiles believed 
extinct for m ore than 50 m illion years.

Strip Mining 
Bill Given 
Fresh Shove 


WASHINGTON

After 
repeated setbacks, lawmakers seeking 
to revive the twice-vetoed coal strip- 
mining bill have scored what they view 
as an important victory. 
The House Interior Committee voted 
24 to 14 Wednesday to bypass sub­ 
committee consideration and to put the 
legislation directly before the full 
committee. Earlier efforts to do so had 
been voted down. 
Backers now are predicting they can 
get the bill out of the committee and 
before the full House in the next 
several months. 
The committee approved a motion 
by Rep. John Melcher, D-Mont., to put 
the legislation directly on the com­ 
mittee calendar. 
This bypasses “the need for lengthy 
subcommittee action,” Melcher said. 
“ I think the 24 to 14 vote is also a clear 
indication that there’s plenty of votes 
in the committee to bring the bill to the 
floor,” he said. 
The bill was placed on the committee 
calendar behind five other bills, 
meaning the panel probably won’t get 
to it until January. 
Melcher sought unsuccessfully last 
month to attach the strip-mine bill to 
legislation dealing with federal coal 
leases. The committee reversed that 
refusal to take up the bill when some of 
those who voted against Melcher in 
November supported his latest motion. 
The legislation would impose en­ 
vironmental curbs on strip mining and 
would tax coal operators 35 cents a ton * 
to clean up past strip-mining abuses. 
President Ford vetoed nearly 
identical legislation last December 
and again last spring, claiming it was 
overly restrictive and would increase 
coal and electric costs and make the 
nation more reliant on oil imports. 
Republicans on the committee op­ 
posed Melcher’s motion to bring the 
bill to another vote, claiming it would 
violate House rules that prohibit a ve­ 
toed bill from being reconsidered in 
the same session. 


Curb D ebate 
O n Rail Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate 
voted today to limit debate on a far- 
reaching bill to revitalize the nation’s 
rail system. 
The vote was 61 to 27. 
The motion means that the bill, 
which has been threatened with a 
presidential veto, will be brought 
immediately to the Senate floor for 
debate. It also could mean a delay in 
Senate action on a measure to finan­ 
cially aid New York City.

National league of Cities is prepared 
to ask Congress to waive its new 
budget procedures in order to re-enact 
general revenue-sharing quickly next 
year. 
Meantime, a Dallas City Coun­ 
cilwoman, Rose Renfroe, intended to 
try today to get the nation’s largest 
organization of urban officials to take 
its first public stand on school busing. 
Mrs. Renfroe, who is attending her 
first national conference of urban 
officials, said she would offer a 
resolution to put the city executives on 
record as favoring a constitutional 
amendment to ban busing to achieve 
school desegregation. 
The busing stand and the revenue- 
sharing proposal are among the policy 
resolutions being voted on today as the 
3,000 delegates conclude their con­ 
vention work. 


As the busing issue has developed 
over the last half decade, city officials 
at such conventions have repeatedly 
refused to deal with it and leaders 
among the mayors here said they 
thought it unlikely that Mrs. Renfroe 
would be successful. 
The revenue-sharing resolution was 
expected to win overwhelming ap­ 
proval. The m ayors have made 
renewal of the five-year $30-billion 
program their top legislative priority. 
They are backing President Ford’s 
proposal to extend the program for 5% 
years past its expiration at the end of 
1976. 


The $39.8-billion extension bill has 
met resistance in Congress despite the 
mayors’ pleas for quick action to avoid 
disrupting their budget planning. The 
resolution urged Congress to waive its 
new budget procedures, which take 
effect Jan. I, and which would prevent 
consideration of the measure until 
after May 15. 
Other resolutions call for such new 
federal initiatives as a national health 
insurance 
program 
for 
every 
American using both government and 
private resources.

As he shuttled between suites where 
negotiations were taking place, Usery 
said he had been assured ‘‘by the 
unions, they will continue to bargain.” 
Following an all-night bargaining 
session, a union spokesman said 
simply, “ no strike has been authorized 
and negotiations are continuing.” 
One bargainer for the rail companies 
said, “ We’re going to take a couple of 
hours off and get some sleep.” 
Although negotiations were not 
officially in recess, according to 
Usery, bargainers for the rail com­ 
panies left their negotiating suite and 
said they were headed for bed for a 
short rest. Talks are scheduled to 
continue later in the day.

COLUMBUS, Ohio I AP) — 1 ne Ohio 
chapter of Common Cause has vowed 
to launch a full-scale lobbying effort on 
the state level in 1976 in an effort to win 
legislative approval of an ambitious 
“ ethics in politics reform package.” 
The so-called citizens lobby, which 
claims 10,000 members statewide, has 
limited its previous efforts in the 
legislature to specific issues, such as 
the recently enacted open meetings 
law. 
A wide-ranging four-point program 
unveiled Wednesday will face stiff 
odds in the upcoming election year. 
But David Hetzler, executive director 
of Ohio Common Cause, said reaction 
to Watergate and activities of the 
Central Intelligence Agency indicate 
“the public is ready” for such legis­ 
lation. 
One proposal, to require wider 
disclosure by special interests lobbies, 
has already received consideration in 
the Senate Judiciary Committee.

gerrymandering, is counterproductive 
to opening up the political system 
because it is accomplished behind 
dosed doors for partisan reasons to 
create or maintain safe’ districts,” he 
said. 
The common cause spokesman said 
election district ltnes should be drawn 
by a bipartisan commission with a 
mandate to create contiguous dis­ 
tricts, where possible, and eliminate 
irregular boundaries.

Follow The Rules

NEW YORK — According to Carolyn 
Coggins, who conducted a mail-order 
gourmet cooking class for business 
executives, men fall roughly into two 
culinary categories: 
A) Meat-and-potato types. 
B) Flambe 
(flaming food) en­ 
thusiasts. 
“It goes without saying, but let’s say 
it anyway: the men who flambe are 
infinitely more interesting, sensitive 
and creative,” Ms. Coggins told me. 
“They are also more gutsy. At today’s 
prices, it takes courage to set food on 
fire.” 
(Women, she claimed, are “not 
psychologically suited to flambe 
cookery,” because of a not altogether 
foolish fear of burning down the 
house.) 
“ Indeed, burning down the house 
at least singeing the eyelashes — is a 
possibility in the preparation of 
cherries jubilee, caneton au grand 
manlier, tournedos sautes au bourbon 
and other delicacies. Children should 
never play with fire, and neither 
should people who have had more than 
two martinis. 
“For that matter, no one — even 
flaming sword swallowers 
should 
attempt flaming foods without proper 
instruction. Fire must always be the 
servant, never the master. It has been 
known to spoil not only dinners, but 
dining rooms.” 
If you want to turn a dull party into a 
blast, follow the rules. . . 
The element which causes food to 
ignite is, of course, alcohol. You pour it 
over food, touch it with a long match, 
and stand back until the flames soar up 
and die out. 
Alcoholic beverages first must be 
warmed enough to release their 
flammable vapors before they are 
applied to the food. 
The best-burning alcohols are those 
liquors which contain relatively large 
amounts of sugar, such as brandy, rum 
and bourbon. Some cordials with 
plenty of sugar, however, are under 60 
proof in alcoholic content and will not 
burn well. 
“If the alcohol volume is too low, or 
the spirits are not heated in advance, 
you will experience what we call burn­ 
out or ‘a flash in the pan.’ This is the 
most humiliating failure that can mar 
an haute cuisine dish. It is tantamount 
to a ship that sinks at the moment of 
launching,” said John J. roister, 
author of the Bible of the flambe 
crowd, “ The Pyrom aniac^ Cook­ 
book.” 
Anything, absolutely anthing, can be 
flame-cooked 
— 
though 
not 
necessarily to great advantage. You 
can flame lobster tails with gin. Glaze 
duck with m arm alade and Irish 
whiskey and watch it burn. Casual 
conflagrations 
can be caused by 
flaming kippers, or making baked 
beans au glow-glow. Poister recom­ 
mends a cheaply exciting dinner of 
franks flambees, fiery figs and hot-hot 
chocolate (add triple sec and a mat­ 
ch). 


Coggins and Poister agree that there 
are three excellent reasons for firing 
up a company meal. First, it keeps the 
food hot. Second, the pyrotechnical 
display has a positive psychological 
effect on both the server and the 
servee. And third and most important, 
food properly prepared and then 
blazed with spirits is imbued with 
interesting flavors that cannot be 
duplicated by any other means. 
“At the risk of overstating the case,” 
says the expert, “let our motto at table 
be: If you can’t find a better way, go to 


blazes.” 
A restaurateur in Chicago, flamed 
for his flambe cuisine, borne on 
enormous sword spits to customers in 
his elegant dining room, once told me 
that the real reasons he serves flaming 
dishes are these: 
“They give the customers an almost 
primitive sensation of being pam­ 
pered, as though the waiters are 
risking their lives in order to lay down 
this gourmet sacrifice before them . .. 
“And the fire doesn’t seem to hurt 
the food very much.”

NEW YORK (AP) - The models of 
the past, said David Lilienthal, are 
inappropriate to the “resuscitation” of 
America after what he terms a serious 
illness — a period of recession and 
indecision and inaction, public and 
private. 
This is the opinion of the man who 
headed 
the 
Tennessee 
Valley 
Authority, which had its origins in the 
economically troubled New Deal days 
of the 1930s, and which is today the 
nation’s 
largest 
resources 
de­ 
velopment project. 
“It’s a different country today,” he 
said. In his opinion, the nation is 
stalled, 
somewhat 
dispiritied, 
descriptions that were also applied to 
it in the 1930s, but there are immense 
differences too. 
“Today, the centers of human 
energy and imagination are widely 
scattered,” he said. “Our sources of 
energy of all kinds are dispersed. We 
have multiple sources of strength. The 
future of America is one of diversity 
rather than concentration.” 
In short, Lilienthal urges Americans 
to look to themselves, to their private 
organizations, to local leaders, rather 
than to the bureaucracies of big 
government or big business which, he 
feels, may have forgotten their 
mission. 
“It isn't because of the size of big 
business that I am afraid,” he said. “It 
is the centralization of decision 
making. It has dampened the initiative 
and managerial skills within the 
units,” he said. “ In centralized 
decision making, bigness defeats it­ 
self.” 
Lilienthal has faith in diversity. “ In 
the smaller units of a big company is 
where you find the resourcefulness, 
the 
energy, 
the 
imagination. 
Energizing leadership isn’t to be found 
in one place; it is diffused.” 
He continued: “ It’s no accident the 
railroads are bankrupt. This is the 
conclusion of a lack of spreading the 
decision making. The great moguls 
dried up their sources of energy and 
inventiveness.” 
The railroads, he said, lost touch 
with reality, with the needs of the

people they were to serve, with their 
own communities and employes. They 
cut themselves off from creativity.” 
leadership is not centralized, he 
repeated. “There is more leadership in 
local communities than in Washington 
or New York or other centers of corpo­ 
rate or government activity, and there 
always has been.” 
The centralization of American 
industry, "the decision making and 
leadership within big companies,” is 
the next step in reviving the spirit of 
entrepreneurship,” he said. 
In his view, the spirit, the energy, 
the leadership is released by a 
“devolution of responsibility closer to 
contact w ith people and where the ac­ 
tion is and less with bureacracy.” 
leadership rises from within rather 
than descends from above. 
He concedes that “no major activity 
today doesn’t require government 
action, but participation, not in­ 
tervention,” especially for financing 
and assistance in coordinating the 
various elements of a project. 
But the leadership, he reiterates, 
must come from private efforts. He 
sees special opportunities ahead for 
companies structured in private en­ 
terprise involving themselves in public 
service — at a profit. 
“A demonstration of furthering the 
public interest through private efforts 
will do as much to restore public 
confidence that lias been shaken in 
government as about any other single 
thing,” Lilienthal said. 
His own company, Development and 
Resources Corp., is a model of that. 
Founded 20 years ago, after Lilienthal 
left the chairmanship of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, it is a profit- 
making concern that tackles large 
scale, integrated, natural and human 
resource development throughout the 
world. 
It has developed an entire province 
of Iran, planned for Brazil and 
Colombia the future developments of 
entire valleys, conducted floodplain 
and environmental studies in the 
United States. 
None of these projects could suc­ 
ceed, or even have meaning, he 
believes, 
without 
utilizing 
and 
developing human resources, and 
serving the needs of human beings. 
Humans are both the source of the 
energy and the goal of its usage. 
Keeping that in mind, while shed­ 
ding our defensive attitude and instead 
demonstrating in small ways that 
problems can be dealt with at the local 
level, the country “can change almost 
overnight,” said Lilienthal. 
“I think we needn’t look at these 
things as if they take forever,” he 
concluded. “We can turn things around 
much sooner than you think — perhaps 
five years to turn defensiveness into 
being American, affirm ative and 
vital.”

Speaking Of Your Health

How can cracks in the comers of the 
mouth be prevented? I understand that 
this could result from a vitamin 
deficiency. But I eat a good normal 
diet. 
Mr. W. L.,N.C. 
Dear Mr. L.: 
Fissures, or cracks in the skin, at the 
comers of the mouth may be due to a 
vitamin deficiency and to overlook the 
more frequent reasons for them. 


These cracks occur frequently and 
persist in people who wear dentures. 
Bad-fitting dentures, particularly, are 
the culprits. 
Saliva accumulates in the corners 
and irritates the surface of the skin, 
causing it to break. Then infection of 
this broken skin surface may occur 
and prevent the healing of the fissure. 
The tendency to run the tongue over 
the lips and over the comers of the 
mouth may also be responsible. 


Adults whose noses are blocked by 
allergy sometimes tend to breath 
through their mouths. This is another 
possible cause. 
Children with large adenoids have 
the same blockage to the nose. 
Drooling from the comers of the mouth 


may cause persistent fissures. 
If there is distinct evidence that the 
diet is insufficient and that vitamin 
deficiencies exist, this must, of course, 
be considered as a cause. 
Some doctors use an antibiotic 
ointment and, occasionally, cortisone 
to help cure the infection and reduce 
the inflammation. 


Do all antibiotics have the same 
effect on germs in the body? 
MissT. A., Maine 
Dear Miss A.: 
“No” is the direct answer to this 
question. The dogmatic “no” em­ 
phasizes the fact that persons cannot 
choose their own antibiotic, nor rely on 
one that was previously used for some 
infection. 
The doctor’s past experience is often 
sufficient to guide his choice of an­ 
tibiotics. There are some “broad 
spectrum” antibiotics that doctors 
often use. These are known to attack a 
variety of germs. 
When an infection fails to respond, 
cultures and smears are taken. Using 
a complex, microscopic technique a 
specific antibiotic is then used to 
combat a specific germ.

Gould said Bailar is cutting back on 
small post offices, freezing hiring right 
in time for the Christmas season and 
talking about eliminating Saturday 
delivery and special delivery service. 
“It’s time for him to start telling 
Congress about such things ahead of 
time,” Gould said.

declined to be quoted by name, 
acknowledged that key members of 
Congress are miffed by Bailar’s recent 
actions. 
“They’re really hot about the small 
post offices,” one Postal Service 
source said. 
The two subcommittees held joint 
hearings in September on whether 
many small post offices should be 
eliminated. Overwhelming opposition 
to the closings was expressed, espe­ 
cially from members of Congress. But 
Bailar went ahead last month with a 
new policy that is expected to result in 
the closing of thousands of small post 
offices. 
Bailar has explained the recent 
moves as an attempt to pull the Postal 
Service out of its financial crisis. The 
Postal Service is losing nearly $7 mil­ 
lion a day. 
Bailar launched the economy drive 
after the House rejected in October a 
comm ittee-approved provision to 
increase the congressional subsidy of 
the Postal Service. In addition, the 
House voted to increase congressional 
supervision of the Postal Service and 
to limit the postal rate increase 
planned for Dec. 28. 
The new rate will boost the cost of a 
first-class letter from IO cents to 13 
cents. 
The Senate appears unlikely to act 
on the House-passed measure that 
would hold the rate to 12 cents. Fur­ 
thermore. three lawsuits challenging 
the boost are unlikely to be decided by 
the Dec. 28 effective date. Meanwhile, 
the Post Service is printing the new 13- 
cent stamps.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - An an- 
tiburglar rule, requiring deadbolt 
security locks in all new apartments 
and dormitories, will be aired today at 
a state public hearing. 
The Ohio Board of Building Stan­ 
dards must adopt a regulation by Jan. 
I in line with legislation passed 
overwhelmingly last May by the 
General Assembly. 
“ There’s no such thing as a foolproof 
lock,” 
admits 
Sen. 
Donald 
L. 
Woodland, D-16 Columbus, .sponsor of 
the bill. “ If a guy wants to get in your 
apartment bad enough, he’s going to 
get in.” 
But Woodland argues that the sliding 
cylinder locks will at least thwart 
amateur or youthful housebreakers. 
“ There’s no way that a guy without 
sophisticated equipment is going to get 
in,” he says. 
Although the rulemakers will have a 
plan before the end of the month, a 
board spokesman said apartment 
builders and state officials probably 
will be allowed “ reasonable time” to 
study the new regulation. That could 
be anywhere from two weeks to 90 
days, the spokesman estimated.

Associated Press Managing Editors in 
their condemnation of the Blackmun 
decision and we urge the Supreme 
Court to take prompt emergency 
action to revoke the Nebraska district 
court’s order.”

18 slayings of six members of the 
Henry Kellie family of Sutherland,

BUENOS AIRES. Argentina i AP) — 
The recent use of army troops and air 
force jets on the side of police has put 
Argentine guerrillas on the defensive, 
security sources say, but no one 
predicts rapid victory. 
Hundreds of persons have died in 
battles ranging from mountain forests 
near Tucuman 
to 
wealthy 
neigh­ 
borhoods of Buenos Aires. 
Guerrillas of both the left and right 
wings ambush with such cold-blooded 
regularity that traffic police on the 
freeway around Buenos Aires wear ci­ 
vilian clothes and use unmarked cars. 
They strike at lonely garrisons and 
outposts. Guerrilla infiltrators blew up 
a runway in front of a jet transport as 
it was taking off, killing six. Others 
blasted a hole in a missile-carrying 
destroyer. 
Two m ajor guerrilla groups nave 
amassed scores of millions of dollars 
in kidnap ransoms and periodically 
assassinate m ajor national figures.

Although the government denies 
allegations of torture, police officials 
say privately that military and police 
interrogators tell of using blow torches, 
electric prods and other devices 
In most of Argentina, life goes on as 
normal. Government spokesmen say 
an all-out war is on, but in the cities 
signs of it are mainly limited to occa­ 
sional police convoys and the bombed 
out fronts of banks and restaurants 
Still, more than a dozen civilians, 
including children, have been killed by 


nervous sentries in recent months, and 
others have been slain accidentally in 
shoot-outs.

Dental Association has filed a lawsuit 
to stop the placement of permanent 
teeth fillings by unexamined and un­ 
licensed dental personnel. 
The association aimed its action in 
Franklin County Common Pleas Court 
at the Ohio State Dental Board which 
conducted hearings in July 1974 on the 
placement of fillings by individuals 
other than licensed dentists.

The anonymous letter would be sent 
to Mrs. Koen telling her that her 
husband has “ been making it here with 
Sister Marva Bass and Sister Tony and 
then he gives us this jive ’bout their 
(sic) better in bed then (sic) you.”

Production dropped slightly this 
year in developed countries because 
“the substantial recovery of U.S. and 
Canadian production was not enough 
to offset a sharp drop in the Soviet 
Union and more modest setbacks in 
Western and Eastern Europe,” the 
report said. 
Most of the world’s 1975-76 grain 
harvest is completed, officials said. 
Total grain output is expected to be 
about 2.5 per cent above last year, 
although that is not as large a gain as 
predicted eight or nine months ago 
before prospects declined in the Soviet 
Union and other areas. 
Even so, “the continued growth in 
grain consum ption will probably 
require a further small drawdown in 
world grain stocks” and leave world 
reserves at a relatively low level by 
the time new crops are ready next 
year, the report said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Although 
recent rain and snow have helped 
relieve parched areas in the Soviet 
Union, an Agriculture Department 
expert says it may have come too late 
for much of the 1976 winter grain crop. 
Fletcher Pope Jr., an analyst in the 
departm ent’s Economic Research 
Service, also said Tuesday that it may 
be at least two months before much is 
known 
about 
Moscow’s 
grain 
production goals for next year. 
“It’s really too early to say much of 
anything,’’ Pope told a reporter. “But 
since the grain this past fall ap­ 
parently was not in really good con­ 
dition, it probably rules out any 
bumper crop next year as far as the 
winter grains are concerned.” 
Pope added that “the weather in the 
winter months and in the spring is 
going to be very important” to Russian 
grain production fortunes next year. 
Severe drought reduced Soviet grain 
output sharply in 1975 to 160 metric 
tons, down more than 25 per cent from 
Moscow’s goal of 215.7 million tons, 
according to a USDA estimate. The 
shortfall forced Russia to buy huge 
amounts of grain from the United 
States. 
The winter crop, primarily wheat 
planted this fall for harvest next 
summer, traditionally makes up about 
one-third of R ussia’s total grain 
production. The remainder is planted 
in the spring for harvest the same 
year. 
A USDA report late Tuesday said 
rain and snow' in late November “was 
common throughout the greater part 
of the USSR’s major production area” 
and that the heaviest amounts were in 
the driest regions. 
The report said 5 to 20 inches of snow

NEW ORLEANS (AP) ~ Caestus 
Agochukwa knew the bow and arrow 
he used in Nigeria wouldn’t repel an 
armed robber in his drugstore 
So Agochukwa decided to keep a 
pistol under the counter and to accept 
a unique offer to teach him how to use 
his weapon. 
In conjunction with the Pharmacists 
Against Crime, the Jefferson Parish 
Sheriff’s IVpartment offers a nine- 
hour course to teach a druggist when to 
fire, when not to fire and how to hit 
what he fires at. 
So far nearly 60 pharmacists have 
completed the course, a mere fraction 
of the druggists who are armed 
“ We have about 750 pharmacists in 
the metropolitan New Orleans area.” 
said Nolan Banineaux. head of the 
Pharmacists Against (rime. “ Con­ 
servatively. I’d say 50 per cent of them 
are armed.” 
Fifteen pharmacists and three 
grocers joined Agochukwa for the 
most recent course at the Jefferson 
Parish Sheriff’s Training Academy, 
where I A. Bob Lindsay explained its 
purpose. 
“ Statistically speaking, we know 
that druggists and store owners are 
targets,” said Lindsay. “ You stand as 
great a chance of being shot as I do. 
“ What we’re trying to do here is to 
improve your odds.” 
Lindsay said there has been only one 
armed robbery of a drugstore in the 
month since the first course was of­ 
fered, adding that local television cov­ 
erage of the course may have been a 
deterrent. 
In the first three hours, deputies 
explained the legal ramifications of 
shooting another human being and the 
situations in which a store owner 
would be justified in shooting. 
Carrying a concealed weapon is 
illegal in louisiana, but there is no 
prohibition against keeping a pistol in 
one’s home, his car or his place of 
business, said Sgt. Vie Schilleei. 
The next two days were spent on a 
pistol range where the druggists were 
trained first in target shooting, then in 
combat shooting. They receive the 
same training as deputies, said Lind­ 
say, but receive only one-third the 
pistol range practice. 


Deputies handel! a ,357 Magnum to 
Agochukwa and showed the stocky 
pharmacist how to load the revolver 
with stubby silver bullets, hold it un­ 
waveringly in two hands and fire it at 
the silhouette of a man. 
Agochukwa crouched nervously and 
blazed away at the target, first from 15 
yards, then from seven yards. Bullets 
splayed around the edge of the figure. 
"I was very good with a bow and 
arrow in Nigeria, but it will not do 
much good against a gun,” said 
Agochukwa, 30, who came from

Police moved a car into place in 
front of the bank about 10:30 p.m. and 
placed four sacks apparently con­ 
taining money in the door to the bank. 
The gunmen demanded more money, 
and when negotiations lagged about 
midnight one of the men emerged from 
the bank with a pistol at the neck of a 
hostage and shouted, "i/ook out. We’re 
going to shoot everyone.” 
Shortly after I a.m., the gunmen 
with two women hostages and the four 
sacks got into the car and roared away 
from the hank, followed by police cars. 
After crossing the Seine, they ran into 
the taxi just off the Champs Elysees. 
The two men jumped from the car, 
began to run and opened fire as the 
pursuing police approached them. 
More than 30 shots were exchanged 
before the North African was killed. 
I .ast September, two bandits held 
seven hostages for a day in another 
central Paris bank. They escaped with 
$1.3 million in a high-speed chase 
through the city. The money was never 
found, but six persons are awaiting 
trial on charges of complicity in the 
case.

Souphanouvong N ew 
Laotian President 


BANGKOK, Thailand (A P) - The 
Laotian People’s Congress today 
elected Prince Souphanouvong, the 
titular chief of the Communist Pathet 
I iUo movement, to be president of the 
new People’s Democratic Republic of 
Laos, and Communist party chief 
Kaysone Phomvihan to head the new 
government as premier, Vientiane 
Radio announced. 
Ex-King Savang Vathana, whose 
abdication was announced Wed­ 
nesday, was named "supreme ad­ 
viser” to the president, while Prince 
Souvanna Phouma, the premier for the 
past 13 years, was appointed "adviser 
to the government.” 
Souvanna Phouma, a 74-year-old 
neutralist, and Souphanouvong, the 63- 
year-old “ Red prince,” are half 
brothers and cousins of the dethroned 
68-year-old king. 
Kaysone, a 55-year-old revolutionary 
with strong ties with North Vietnam, is 
chairm an 
of 
the 
Lao 
People’s 
Revolutionary party. Its formation 
was announced in October by the 
Pathet I,ao. 
The president presumably will be a 
figurehead, a status many Western 
experts believe Souphanouvong has 
had in the Pathet I^o for years. The 
power apparently will be exercised by 
the premier. 
In Washington, State Department 
spokesman John Trattner said the 
changes “ confirm the Pathet I^ao’s 
domination of the government.... I 
wouldn’t say it comes as a surprise.” 
Trattner added that the United States 
will maintain diplomatic relations with 
l>aos, the only one of the Indochinese 
countries where it still has a diplo­ 
matic mission. 
Vientiane broadcasts on Wednesday 
announced the creation of the People’s 
Republic, ending the 600-year-old mon­ 
archy and the 19-month-old coalition of 
conservatives, neutralists and Com­ 
munists which 
Souvanna 
Phouma 
headed. But the Communists took 
control of the government last spring,

B EIR U T , lebanon (A P) - Armed 
thieves and hooligans are picking the 
spoils during a lull in Beirut’s Moslem- 
CTiristian war. 
Three 
armed 
men 
entered 
a 
businessman’s apartment in the center 
of the so-called "safe” Hamra Street 
shopping district one noon this week 
and started loading up valuables. 
The maid started screaming. The 
screams brought guards from the 
Palestine Research Center around the 
comer. The guards opened fire, killing 
one of the robbers and wounding 
another 
one. 
They, 
too, 
were 
Palestinians. 
That night a gang knocked down the 
wall of a Chevrolet agency with a 
bulldozer. They drove off with 23 cars 
worth more than $100,000. 
The next night BBC correspondent 
Chris Drake came home to his apart­ 
ment in the “ safe” seaside Rauche 
residential district. Shortly after, the 
doorbell rang. Through the peephole 
he saw the building's doorman with 
two others. He let them in. Waving a 
Russian rifle and a Luger pistol, the 
two strangers shouted " Fellous! fel­ 
loes!” (money, money). 
Drake was relieved of $400, and the 
bandits drove off in a Mercedes sedan. 
Security forces are struggling with a 
wave of looting, holdups and thievery, 
a 
breakdown 
of 
law 
and 
order 
produced by eight months of civil war. 
Nearly every man and boy in 
lebanon has a weapon. Common 
criminals pose as political activists 
when confronted by the police, who are 


supposed to remain neutral in the civil 
war between religious and political 
factions. Swaggering members of the 
private Christian and Moslem armies 
feel themselves above the law and 
succumb to the temptation to loot and 
steal. 
Moslem looters following the ad­ 
vance of Moslem 
private armies 
picked clean the comfortable apart­ 
ments and expensive shops of the 
Qantari district. 
Christian militiamen who occupied 
the Holiday Inn as a firing post looted 
the hotel of food, drink arid television 
sets. They also punched a hole in a wall 
and carted off the neighboring First 
National City Bank s calculators, 
typewriters and other office equip­ 
ment. 
The police blame much of the 
stealing on poor Palestinian refugees 
from the crowded, squalid camps 
around the city. The organized 
Palestinian guerrilla groups deny their 
men are involved, but their names are 
being used.
